A RETIRED builder’s campaign 
for free rail travel for the over-60s 
has been backed by the leaders of 
both Kent County Council and 
Swale council.

HUNDREDS of mourners lined the 
streets of Sheppey to pay tribute to a 
young soldier who died serving in 
Afghanistan. 

Rifleman Daniel Holkham, of the 3rd 
Battalion The Rifles, was killed after challenging 
a suicide bomber trying to enter a bazaar near 
the town of Sangin, in Helmland Province, on 
March 27. 

His heroic actions are thought to have saved 
the lives of countless civilians and military per¬ 
sonnel. The 19-year-old was buried with full mil¬ 
itary honours in a moving ceremony at 
Eastchurch on Friday. 

His brothers, Matthew, 20, and Andrew, 18, 
who are serving with the same battalion, were 
allowed home on leave to act as pallbearers, car¬ 
rying Daniel’s Union Flag-draped coffin into the 
800-year-old All Saints’ Church. 

They were followed by the Rifleman’s parents, 
Rodney and Tracy Holldiam, and his girlfriend, 
Nikki Rudd. More than 50 of Daniel’s fellow 
Riflemen attended the service, together with 
high-ranking military personnel. 

Roads surrounding the church were closed an 
hour before the service in preparation for the 
island’s first full military funeral for nearly 40 
years, and a police escort accompanied Rifleman 
Holkham’s hearse on the final journey from 
Sheemess to Eastchurch. 

In moving scenes of pride and sorrow, many 
wept while others threw flowers, applauded and 


waved flags as the hearse passed by. 

During the 60-minute service, conducted by 
family friend Barry Birch, eulogies were read by 
Daniel’s godfather Michael Apps; 3 Rifles com¬ 
manding officer Major James Richardson; and 
chaplain to the forces the Rev PJ Aldred. 

A tribute, read on behalf of Mr and Mrs 
Holkham, stated: “How can you sum up your 
feelings for someone you have loved so much for 
more than 19 years, have seen grow into a man, 
sat at his side when he was ill, and have tried to 
be there for him every step of the way? 

“Danny was a quiet, brave boy who took every¬ 


thing in his stride. He never really made a fuss 
about anything and would more often than not 
just laugh problems away. And, boy, once he 
started laughing, that was it. He would end up 
with tears rolling down his face and then we 
would all join in.” 

A six-gun salute was fired above Daniel’s coffin 
as it was lowered into the ground at the church¬ 
yard. 

A spokesman for the family said: “It’s hard to 
put into words the gratitude we have for all 
those who paid their respects to our son on his 
final journey. It’s been an incredible response.” 


Forum ban lifted

MAGISTRATES relaxed the conditions 
of an anti-social behaviour order given to 
a Sittingboume carnival princess.

particularly Gordon Henderson 
and David Hall at Kent County 
Council. I can’t thank these two 
men enough and I certainly would¬ 
n’t have got this far without them.

Three arrested after 
cannabis factory find 


THREE men have been arrested after 
the discovery of a sophisticated 
cannabis factory on the Isle of 
Sheppey. 

Two 25-year-olds and an 18-year- 
old were arrested on suspicion of culti¬ 
vating cannabis. All three, who come 
from the Sittingboume area, are being 
questioned at Sittingboume police 
station. 

The factoiy, in a terrace house in 
Beach Street, Sheemess, used an 
automated watering system to tend to 
the plants. The factory was uncovered 
after men were seen on CCTV trying 
to climb into a second floor window of 
the property, just before midnight on 
Wednesday, April 21. 

Police discovered between 100 and 
150 mature cannabis plants inside 
the house, with an estimated poten¬ 
tial street value of between £13,000 
and £19,500. 

Crime scene investigators carried 
out forensic examinations at the 
house on Thursday, before the factoiy 
was dismantled by the neighbourhood 
policing team. 

Investigating officer PC Nadia Asif 
said: “Signs of a cannabis factoiy 
include the windows being perma¬ 
nently covered from the inside and 
visits to the address not matching nor¬ 
mal residents’ patterns; that is, people

calling daily or weekly, but only for 
short periods of time. 

“Often a pungent smell will 
emanate from the building. 
Sometimes this even seeps through 
walls to adjacent properties. 

“Other telltale signs can include 
compost bags and other gardening 
equipment in the garden or close to 
the back door without any clear indi¬ 
cation of normal gardening, or vents 
protruding from the roof tiles.

'Dying month'lor 
neglected horses 
bought on the net 


ISLANDERS are buying horses 
off the internet believing they can 
keep them in their back garden or 
on the side of the road, according 
to the RSPCA. 

Workers at the animal charity says it is 
receiving at least one call a day from people 
who have taken on more than they can han¬ 
dle, and claim horses are dying as a result of 
being kept on grass verges or in backyards. 

Sheppey RSPCA worker Angela Walder 
said: “People don’t seem to understand that 
you can’t simply buy a horse on e-bay and put 
it in your back garden. It has to have at least 
two acres of grazing land. We have a real 
problem with horse neglect on the island and 
it’s particularly bad at the moment. 

“This growing trend for people to buy a 
horse by email is shocking. One woman from 
Minster took a horse home and thought she 
could just extend her garden by taking the 
fence down. 

“Another bought one by email and stuck it 
on a two-foot tether on the side of the road. 
As a result the poor animal became tangled 
up and ended up on its back, unable to get 
back up. 

“Then there’s the parents who think they’ll 
order a pony for their kids but have no where 
to put it and have not arranged any lessons. 
The kid gets bored and the horse is simply 
abandoned to look after itself.

“People need to be responsible. You can’t 
just buy a horse on a whim.” 

One animal charity - Brown Bread Horse 
Rescue - has received so many calls about 
distressed horses it has labelled April the 
‘dying month.’ 

Charity worker Dinty Steains said: ‘We are 
dealing with an unprecedented number of 
neglected horses on the Isle of Sheppey 
which are currently under investigation and 
surveillance. 

“Many have been left to fend for them¬ 
selves through the winter, fighting off the 
rain, cold and lack of food. They have held on 
for the spring grass to come after the severe 
cold weather but they are simply at their 
lowest ebb and too weak to take advantage of 
the food source. 

“Members of the public should check hors¬ 
es are provided with the basic amenities 
including access to food, water and shelter. 
Those tethered on the road-sides or grass 
verges need to be safely tethered in a safe 
environment.”

Firebomb boys 
condemned for 
YouTube clip 

FIRE chiefs have condemned teenagers 
who posted YouTube clips showing them 
igniting homemade explosives. 

One clip shows the boys carrying a 
bomb made out of aerosol cans through a 
Sittingbourne estate to woodland in 
Chalks Pitt. They are then filmed setting 
light to the cans, which subsequently 
explode. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service (KRFS) 
community safety service delivery man¬ 
ager Charlie Smith said: “Any evidence 
of the promotion of deliberate fire set¬ 
ting, which is illegal, on video sharing 
websites is of concern and that’s why we 
will be asking YouTube to take the video 
down. 

“The actions of the boys in the clip are 
hugely irresponsible - not only are they 
putting their own lives at serious risk, 
they are in effect encouraging others to 
participate in this crime. 

“We often refer to individuals who par¬ 
ticipate in this type of activity as ‘the 
Jackass kids’. They watch stunt shows 
like Jackass and Dirty Sanchez then do 
exactly what they are told not to do by 
the programmes. 

“To the viewer, these shows are good 
fun - but these stunts have been 
rehearsed, risk-assessed and have a 
safety team on standby. There’s a world 
of difference between a polished produc¬ 
tion and what we’ve seen on YouTube. 

“I should think that the lads in the clip 
wouldn’t find them so amazing if they 
end up burned and scarred by a fire - 
that’s if they survive them.”

A I am a property developer specialising in 
commercial space, particularly shopping cen¬ 
tres and in-town retail. The largest project I 
dealt with was the Plaza shopping centre on 
Oxford Street in London.

A lt’s pretty varied. There is quite a lot of 
office-based admin work nowadays, particu¬ 
larly emails and phone calls and general busi¬ 
ness duties; accounts and rent demands. I also 
tiy to spend at least two days of the week out of 
the office, either visiting sites or other buildings 
we might own and looking at the opportunities. 
I quite look forward to them. 


A The redevelopment of Boots, which we 
acquired in 2007. We put together a plan¬ 
ning application to reinstate the ground floor 
back into six shop units, and convert the upper 
parts, which were in an absolutely shocking 
state, into residential. The first thing we did 
was hire a clearance company that was actu¬ 
ally a scrap-metal dealer as there was so much 
metalwork in there. They spent two weeks just 
clearing out all the shop fittings. When we 
stripped them all out, in most cases we found 
another set of shop fittings behind them. 


A We had two or three excavations by 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust which 
identified an early Roman base below the 
existing buildings and some Roman coins. 
They found what they think are remains of an 
early Roman villa under what is now Fat Face. 

One of the fantastic advantages of this proj¬ 
ect is I have learnt a lot about archaeology and 
conservation - particularly from Canterbury 
Archaeology Trust and Rupert Austin, who 
was recording the building. We stripped out 
what was the first floor of Pret a Manger and 
exposed the timber framework. He looked at it 
and asked if I realised some of the holes were 
original pin-points for shutters. When this 
building was constructed, which they dendro- 
logically dated to 1345, he said there would 
have been no windows but openings instead, 
and we could tell that because these holes and 
grooves in the timber reveal there would orig¬ 
inally have been wooden shutters that slid 
into place and were fixed by pins. That was 
fascinating. There were also scorch marks 
which he explained were where medieval peo¬ 
ple placed lamps and candles and the timber 
had burnt away. 

We are in the process of trying to get a 
memorial plaque put on the building to record 
Solomon the Mercer, who is one of the oldest 
recorded inhabitants of Canterbury and lived 
in the basement of Pret a Manger’s unit in the 


mid-1100s. The original cellar he would have 
lived in still exists. There is an arched, vaulted 
cellar and a small well in the wall, and there is 
another cellar below that as well.

Has it been a success? 


A Yes and no. Overall it has been very suc¬ 
cessful. We have always recognised it is a 
very important crossroads in Canterbury and 
the building was in pretty awful shape. We 
had to do a lot more than we expected, but we 
think the end result is terrific. We are really 
happy with the way the residential has come 
out and the way the city roof garden has been 
created, and the whole atmosphere - it is a 
much improved environment. But we still 
have three shop units that are not occupied, 
which is quite disappointing. If you ask me 
again in another four to six weeks I will hope¬ 
fully be able to say it has been a total success. 
It is entirely a sign of the times, but our loca¬ 
tion really stands us in good stead.

I hear you won an award last week. 


A Canterbury Archaeological Trust present¬ 
ed us with an award in recognition of us 
allowing them to come into the building and 
supporting them making a record that will be 
preserved for the future, enabling a better 
understanding of Canterbury’s history. We 
were also shortlisted for a Kent Design Award.

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Geldof's home surveyed 
for clues to town's past 



HIDDEN HISTORY: Archaeologists have been surveying the grounds of Davington Priory, home to Bob Geldof

A TREASURE hunt by village 
archaeologists has led to an explo¬ 
ration of historic land owned by 
rock legend Sir Bob Geldof. 

The former Boomtown Rats frontman, who 
lives at Davington Priory, near Faversham, 
allowed volunteers to carry out a geophysical 
survey at his home. 

However, contrary to reports in the national 
press, the Live Aid hero’s back garden was not 
dug up by the workers from Faversham Society 
Archaeological Research Group. 

Lawrence Young, manager of the Faversham 
Enterprise Partnership, explained: “On Bob’s 
land and on the cricket pitches they used mag¬ 
netic resonance technology that shows the out¬ 
lines and foundations of old buildings. 

“He was one of the people who said it was 
okay for the group to study their gardens. Some 
gave permission for small pits, but it’s not as if 
their gardens are being ransacked. 

“Faversham has a fantastic past going all the 
way back to the Stone Age, and this area in 
Davington has never been examined before. 

“It’s fresh ground that is likely to throw out 
some interesting things, and indeed it has.” 

The survey at Geldof s home was organised 
as part of a project looking back at the widen¬ 


ing of the nearby road Dark Hill in the late 50s 
and early 60s. It is thought the work destroyed 
medieval and Iron Age remains, which the 
group is now trying to piece back together. 

Team leader Dr Pat Reid said their findings 
would be revealed at a history conference in the 
autumn. 

She added: “When Dark Hill was widened it 
seemed to have cut through important archae¬ 
ology, but we have already found late Iron Age 
flint-tempered pottery. There is also evidence 
the widening affected standing remains or 


other ruins, and there is a chance some of these 
have survived underground. 

Dr Reid said the group believed the ruins 
were the ones referred to in writings by the 
19th century historian Edward Crow, who also 
served as Faversham’s mayor in 1837. 

She added: “We already have permission to 
survey many gardens but would like to exam¬ 
ine as many as possible.”

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New Scouts 
looking for 
adventure 



OUTDOOR FUN: Increasing numbers of youngsters are signing up to join the Scouts 


THE biggest membership surge in 38 years sug¬ 
gests the Scouting Movement in Kent is battling 
back against video games and the internet. 

Just over 500 youngsters signed up last year - the largest increase 
since 1972 - meaning a total of 18,267 are now living Robert Baden- 
Powell’s vision throughout the county. 

There are also a record number of teenage Scouts in Kent, with the 
figure currently standing at 2,427 - about 25 per cent more than 
when the information was first collated in 2001. 

And membership will likely increase for the sixth year running in 
2011 if the current 1,000-name waiting list is anything to go by. 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls said: “It’s fantastic to witness such a huge 
surge in Scouting - the biggest growth for 38 years - and proof that 
Scouting is appealing more and more to teenagers. Scouting is 
empowering, wild and fun, and offers so many adventure-based 
activities for young people and adults alike. 

“My goal is for every young person who wants to be involved in 
Scouting to be able to be. So I hope to inspire even more adults to 
volunteer and help this happen.” 

The Scout Movement began in 1907 when Baden-Powell - a 
Lieutenant General in the British Army - held the first Scouting 
encampment at Brownsea Island, Dorset. 

Development 

His aim from the beginning was to support young people in their 
“physical, mental and spiritual development”, so they could play con¬ 
structive roles in society. 

Today there are more than 28 million Scouts around the world, 
with girls also now allowed to join. 

And despite recent technological advancements such as video 
gaming and the internet, the Scouts have adapted to change with 
successful ideas such as the IT badge. 

However, the movement still relies heavily on outdoor activities 
such as camping, water-skiing and abseiling to draw youngsters in. 

But despite the membership surge in Kent, the increase in volun¬ 
teers is less than one per cent - well below the UK average of 3.1 per 
cent. 

This means the number of children on the Scout waiting list is up 
by a massive 23.8 per cent from last year compared to the national 
average of 0.4 per cent. 

Kent leader John Hunt urged other would-be volunteers to follow 
in his footsteps. 

He said: “I absolutely love being a leader. I decided to get involved 
because I wanted to give something back to young people in my com¬ 
munity, but I’ve really benefited as well. 

“I’ve been able to transfer the skills I’ve developed as a leader to 
my day job, and that’s been really important to me.”

Steel rope reins in foreign traffic offenders 


NEW powers are helping Kent Police 
clamp down on foreign motorists who 
had been getting away with serious 
breaches of the law. 

Since last year, the force has had the 
power to disable vehicles belonging to 
overseas visitors if they can’t pay on- 
the-spot fines. 

Between April, 2009, and March, 
2010, Kent officers immobilised 125 
vehicles using a steel rope padlocked 
around a wheel and the chassis. Police 
say the new law also means there 
have been fewer collisions and casual¬ 
ties on the county’s roads. 

Kent Police said that between April 
and October, 2008, there were 43 colli¬ 
sions and 68 casualties on our roads 


involving non-UK registered goods 
vehicles. During the same period the 
following year, that fell to 34 collisions 
and 47 casualties. Before the new law 
police were unable to issue fixed 
penalty notices to non-UK registered 
drivers because there was no guaran¬ 
tee a penalty would be paid within 28 
days. 

There was also no provision for 
checking whether or not they had 
committed previous offences that 
would lead to an automatic driving 
disqualification in the UK. 

The powers were given by the Road 
Safety Act 2006, which received its 
national launch in Kent in April, 
2009. It ensures traffic legislation is 


now applied to all drivers on UK 
roads. Provisions allow non-UK driv¬ 
ers, and even British residents who 
can’t provide a valid address, to be 
handed roadside fines of up to £900. 
Police can request immediate deposit 
in sterling or by credit card. 

If they can’t pay, the vehicle is 
immobilised until payment is made. 
Police can also immobilise defective 
vehicles until they are repaired, or 
until commercial vehicle drivers have 
taken a break if they exceed permit¬ 
ted driving times. In the first year of 
the scheme, Kent Police have taken 
1,464 ‘roadside deposits’ amounting to 
£40,500. The fines are audited, and 
the cash goes to Treasury coffers.

Sustainable plant 
looks good on paper 

St Regis Paper Company Ltd, 
owner of Kemsley Mill, and energy 
company E.ON have submitted a 
planning application to Kent 
County Council for a Sustainable 
Energy Plant at the mill. 

St Regis and E.ON have been 
consulting with local people and 
statutory bodies including Kent 
County Council, Swale Borough 
Council and the Environment 
Agency about their proposal. 

The proposed plant would take 
hard to recycle waste, which might 
otherwise go to landfill, and use it to 
provide Kemsley Mill with an 
efficient and sustainable energy 
supply. This will make the mill less 
reliant on price-volatile gas supplies 
and help ensure it remains 
competitive in a challenging time for 
the papermaking industry. Some 800 
people work at the mill, with many 
living within two miles of the site. 

The plant, if approved, would be 
developed and operated by E.ON 
alongside the site’s existing gas-fired 
combined heat and power plant and 
smaller waste-fuelled fluidised bed 
combustor, which the company also 
runs. Together they would provide 
the power and heat needed by the 
mill, which is the country’s largest 
recycler of waste paper. 

We have held three very 
successful public exhibitions on our 
plans and the feedback we have 
had from local people has gone a 
long way in helping us draw up our 


planning application. 

We are committed to continuing 
to communicate with our 
neighbours and other interested 
parties throughout the planning 
process and welcome all comments 
and suggestions. 

We’re delighted to be in a position 
to use our energy expertise to 
support St Regis through the 
development of a new plant that 
will help secure the future of 
Kemsley Mill. Not only will the 
plant ensure a reliable and 
affordable source of heat and power 
but it will also help the team 
reduce the mill’s carbon footprint 
and increase its energy efficiency. 

Kent County Council will now 
consult with Swale Borough 
Council and other interested 
organisations, giving local people a 
further opportunity to comment.

YouTube fires up 
dangerous actions 

Kent firefighters have condemned 


teenagers who have posted 
YouTube clips showing themselves 
igniting homemade explosives. 

One clip shows teenage boys 
carrying a bomb made out of 
aerosol cans through a 
Sittingboume estate to woodland in 
Chalks Pitt. They are then filmed 
setting light to the cans, which 
subsequently explode. 

Any evidence of the promotion of 
deliberate fire setting, which is 
illegal, on video-sharing websites is 
of concern and that’s why we will 
be asking YouTube to take the 
video down. 

The actions of the boys in the 
YouTube clip are hugely 
irresponsible - not only are they 
putting their own lives at serious 
risk, they are in effect encouraging 
others to participate in this crime. 

We often refer to individuals who 
participate in this type of activity 
as ‘the Jackass kids’. They watch 
stunt shows like Jackass and Dirty 
Sanchez then do exactly what they 
are told not to do by the 
programmes. 

To the viewer, these shows are 
good fun - but these stunts have 
been rehearsed, risk assessed and 
have a safety team on standby. 
There’s a world of difference between 
a polished production and what 
we’ve seen in the YouTube clips. 

All it takes is one spark to cause 
a fire and while our firefighters 
undergo regular and intensive 
training, fires started deliberately 
put everyone’s lives at risk. 

There’s a reason why these stunts 
come with a warning and that’s the 


risk they pose to people’s health 
and welfare. I should think that the 
lads in the clip wouldn’t find them 
so amazing if they end up burned 
and scarred for life by a fire - that’s 
if they survive them. 

The penalty of arson with the 
intent to endanger life is up to 14 
years in prison and up to seven 
years for arson with intent to cause 
criminal damage and up to a 
£5,000 fine. Deliberate anti-social 
fire setting that doesn’t endanger 
life or cause criminal damage can 
lead to anti-social behaviour orders 
or community service. 

It’s worth noting that in seeking 
adventure and adrenaline, the 
consequences of such actions can 
potentially divert valuable 
resources away from other 
incidents such as house fires or 
road traffic collisions where lives 
may be in genuine danger.

Where's the debate 
on green issues? 

The exceptional risks of climate 
change are being airbrushed out of 
this election by most parties. The 
Green Party now believes cuts in 
UK greenhouse gas emissions of 10 
per cent a year will be needed for 
many years. Dr Geoff Meaden, as 
one of the 11 Green Party 
candidates in Kent, has mapped in 
detail how rising sea levels may 
damage the county. 

Recent research shows the effects 
of aviation and shipping pollution 
to be considerably worse than 
previous expectations, and airport 
expansion in Kent should be halted 
due to their certain impacts on 
climate. With Manston and Lydd 
both showing recent major financial 
losses this provides another reason 
to accept Kent Green Party’s 
argument that these sites should be 
used as all-weather leisure centres. 

Even more startling is research 
showing that up to 39,000 people in 
the European Union are dying 
prematurely each year as a result of 
pollution from shipping. Since all of 
Kent’s ports, but particularly Dover, 
are trying to expand, this pollution 
now becomes critically important. 
The longer we wait to take action, 
the higher the costs will be. 

The scientific and political 
consensus about the need to deal 
with human-induced Climate 
Change has never been wider than 
today. Kent and Medway are 
significantly exposed to the risk of 
wetter winters and hotter 
summers. Kent’s coastline and 
estuaries are very vulnerable to 
significant changes unless cuts of 
about 90 per cent in greenhouse 
gas emissions are achieved by 2050. 
But Kent County Council’s new 
draft Local Transport Plan does not 
even propose measures to cut 
traffic year on year in order to help 
achieve this target. 

Kent’s older growth forests play a 
part in storing carbon dioxide. 

However, if stressed by summer 
droughts, we could see a major loss 
of trees throughout Kent during the 
next few decades. 

Steve Dawe, Green Party 
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Weather hitting 
the right notes 

AN UNUSUAL project to make music 
from the weather is taking place in Kent 
next month. 

And it will be free for people to go along 
and see and hear near Dungeness. 

Campbell Scientific makes meteor¬ 
ological equipment and is sponsoring the 
project. The work is called Variable 4 and 
climaxes in a 24-hour installation to 
create weird music from the weather. 

Artists will be setting up scientific 
instruments from Campbell in the days 
before the public performance. These pick 
up changes in the weather patterns in 
the area, and these signals will be fed live 
into specially written computer software. 

This in turn is used to create unique 
patterns of custom-composed musical 
forms that will be broadcast live on-site 
for the 24-hour period using speakers 
blended into the landscape. 

It is hoped the output will also be 
streamed over the internet which means 
the whole world has the chance to tune 
into the musical magic of the Dungeness 
weather. 

Iain Thornton, marketing manager for 
Campbell Scientific, said: “This is an 
exciting project; a fantastic blend of 
meteorological science and art.” 

The project, brainchild of experimental 
artists and composers Daniel Jones and 
James Bulley, has been awarded funding 
by the PRS for Music Foundation. 

Mr Jones said: “We hope many will 
stay for the full 24 hours so as to 
experience the full range of transitions.”

WITH celebrities promoting grown¬ 
up glamorous lifestyles to youngsters 
and child stars gracing the world’s 
stage, child protection charities 
believe being a girl is now tougher 
than ever. 

And with youngsters more than aware of the 
high standards set by society when it comes to 
body image, experts are pushing retailers to 
think how their products may affect children. 

Just last month, glamour model and former 
celebrity mum-of-the-year Katie Price dropped 
the controversial bombshell she was planning 
to launch a make-up range for little girls. 

It followed backlash from the public and her 
ex-husband Peter Andre after pictures emerged 
of their two-year-old daughter Princess Tiaamii 
wearing make-up and false eyelashes. 

Ms Price - or Jordan, as her alter-ego is 
known - then announced she wanted to create 
the ‘Princess’ beauty range. 

But while critics condemned the star’s 
plans, similar projects - one based in Kent - 
are already up and running. 

Bee for Beauty, founded by Belinda 
Collins, from Aylesford, near 
Maidstone, creates bespoke beauty 
parties for girls aged four to 15-years- 
old. 

The youngest age group, four to 
seven-years-old, can be treated 
to mini-manicures and 
pedicures, eye make-up and 
lipstick, nail art, temporary 
tattoos and face jewels. 

For girls aged from seven-10, 
hair straightening and curling is 
added into the package. 

And for the older age group, 10-15. 
stick-on nails, eye make-up, lashes, J 
lipsticks, hair straightening and 
curling, and manicures, pedicures and 
facials are available. 


Critics condemn 
'sexualising' of 

our young girls 



Despite these types of‘pamper parties’ coming 
under fire by children’s charities, Ms Collins, 
30, says her treatments are different. 

“My parties for younger girls are about 
enhancing their natural beauty, not 
covering them in bright-coloured lip 
gloss and eyeshadows,” she said. 

“Girls that age want to dress up like 
princesses and need to embrace 
their childhood, but to see a three- 
year-old wearing bright red 
lipstick is just disgusting.” 

'Disgraceful' 

The marketing director 
also hit out at parents 
who dress their children 
up in grown-up clothes. 
Photos of four-year-old Suri 
Cruise, daughter of Hollywood 
couple Tom Cruise and Katie 
Holmes, showed the youngster 
wearing high heels and make-up. 

This was defended by Ms Holmes, 
who claimed they were ballroom 
dancing shoes for children. 


But Ms Collins said she disagrees with 
dressing toddlers in high heels and instead 
takes dressing-up boxes full of appropriate 
outfits to her children’s parties. 

Last week, popular clothing store Primark 
withdrew its £4 padded bikini sets, which were 
aimed at seven-year-olds. 

Child protection charities blasted the chain 
for “sexualising” young girls and Tory leader 
David Cameron called it “disgraceful”. 

Chris Cloke, head of child protection 
awareness at the NSPCC said the growing 
climate of sexualisation encourages a view of 
girls as sex objects. 

“All children should be valued for their 
abilities and talent. They should be free to grow 
up as children,” he said. 

“Sadly, we have reached a point where many 
children get distressed because they think they 
don’t look good. 

“Manufacturers and shops can help by giving 
more thought about how their products might 
affect children. 

“And parents can help by talking sensibly to 
their children about how they dress and what 
they do.”

Now an internationally-acclaimed artist, 
Emin grew up in Margate and has spoken of 
her enduring affection for the seaside town. 
On Friday, Turner Contemporary will unveil 
her new commission which is sure to light up 
the lives of those who view it. 

I Never Stopped Loving You is a pink neon 
sculpture which will be installed on the facade 
of Droit House on Stone Pier, declaring Emin’s 
connection to Margate. The famous and often 
controversial artist has been working with 
neon for many years and has talked about her 
love of the medium. 

“I like neon because it’s moving constantly 
and I like drawing,” she said. “The chemicals 
going through the neon really turn me on.

Unforgettable trip to Land 
of the Long White Cloud

HAVING a towering, tat¬ 
tooed man press his nose 
against mine has to be one 
of the more unusual - and 
enjoyable - greetings I 
have experienced. 

In New Zealand, this exchange 
meant I was no longer considered a 
visitor but rather as one of the peo¬ 
ple of the land. 

The hongi’, a traditional Maori wel¬ 
come, made an interesting start to an 
unforgettable trip to the country also 
known as Land of the Long White 
Cloud, after an exhausting journey 
through several time zones, as Air 
New Zealand flights from Britain to 
Auckland on the North Island go via 
either Hong Kong or Los Angeles. 

We eased the jet-lag with a 45- 
minute drive to the west of the city, 
to the dramatic coast of Karekare 
where thunderous waves pound the 
iron-black sand. 

After a bracing walk along the 
dunes we headed to nearby Piha 
and the Waitakere ranges, a stun¬ 
ning wilderness area, for a lesson in 
nature, and even sampled some 
plants which provided nourishment 
for Maori in the past. 

Our visit was rounded off with a 
Tiangi’ - a feast of meats and vegeta¬ 
bles cooked using heated rocks 
buried in a pit oven, and it was a per¬ 
fect introduction to New Zealand. 

Auckland itself is superb for fine 
dining: one of the best restaurants is 
the award-winning Dine by world- 
famous chef Peter Gordon at Sky City 
Grand Hotel. Oysters, scallops and of 
course, lamb, adorn an eclectic menu. 

Auckland is also known as the City 
of Sails, so our next adventure was

Postman Pat and the 
Popemobile by Peugeot 


IT MAY be a while before anyone 
can announce Tve got a Bipper 
Tepee’ without fear of raising 
innuendo-laden eyebrows. 

I prompted a few with Peugeot’s new budget 
MPV, but at least it deflected the usual 
Postman Pat jibes against van-based people- 
movers like this, though it could not avoid: 
what’s this - the new Popemobile?; how did 
you escape from Legoland?; and is this the 
latest Dyson vacuum cleaner? 

Still, a Bipper buyer could have the last 
laugh with prices from £9,995 and, as it’s a 
joint effort with Citroen and Fiat - their ver¬ 
sions sell as the Nemo Multispace and Qubo 
respectively - it also handles tidily thanks to 
Fiat Grande Punto supermini underpinnings. 

That is quite a bonus when the original 
hi-cube van design means dramatic headroom 
and the potential to carry loads of luggage as 
well as five people in decent comfort. 

Tumble the split folding rear seats forward 
though or even remove completely and you 
have a space that can swallow a large chest of 
drawers and more.

This is helped by sliding rear side doors and a 
huge top-hinged tailgate that doubles as a rain 
shelter when loading and unloading or simply 
‘grandstanding 5 or picnicking at an event. 

There is plenty of clever stowage too, but the 
van origins and budget pricing are betrayed by 
pop-out rather than wind-down rear windows, 
plus some painted metalwork and rubber floor 
covering, presumably so that you could hose 
out the footwells. 

My car was a top-spec Outdoor HDi70 diesel 
(£11,795), which looks chunkier thanks to big¬ 
ger side protection mouldings, lower front 
panel trim and standard-fit roof bars. 

It also gains air con, front fog lights and - for 
the more rural-based owner - higher suspen¬ 
sion and under engine protection. 

It costs an extra £1,000 to have the 70bhp 
1.4-litre turbodiesel instead of the 75bhp 1.4- 
litre petrol alternative and it needs nearly 18 
seconds and a following wind to hit 60, but it 
will average around 60mpg and incur just 
£35/year road tax due to its low emissions. 

The petrol is still no flier (0-62mph in 16.6 
seconds), but saves a £1,000 upfront and every 
time you fill up, while still averaging more 
than 40mpg, but you pay £ 145/year road tax.

League on the back of five consecutive 
wins after John-Paul Collier scored the 
only goal to see off local rivals Norton 
Sports at Winch’s Field. 

The Lilywhites also finished with five 
clean sheets on the bounce - a fitting sta¬ 
tistic for a side that boasted by far the 
best defensive record in the division. 

However, they were made to work for 
their win by a determined Norton side 
who gave as good as they got, particular¬ 
ly in the first period. Ben Taylor’s side 
dominated the opening exchanges, 
although their attacking intentions were 
hampered by a late goalkeeping crisis 
which forced striker Ashley Baverstock 
to fill in between the posts. 

The hosts failed to turn their posses¬ 
sion into clear-cut chances and 
Faversham began to exert their authori¬ 
ty as the half wore on, raising the tempo 
and threatening an opener. 

Several crosses were delivered into the 
box but Baverstock stood up to the 
examination, making a number of posi¬ 
tive catches and blocking well when 
called into action. 

His afternoon was spoilt just before the 
hour mark, though, when Collier’s long- 
range effort bounced and deceived him 
on its way into the net to give Town a 1- 
0 lead. 

Norton tried to get back into the game 
in the latter stages but the well-drilled 
Faversham defence held firm, with Andy 
Irvine’s shot well-blocked and Scott 
Appleton denied by the post. 

Faversham had opportunities to 
extend their lead late on and hit the 
Norton bar with ten minutes remaining 
but the game drifted to an end with 
Justin Luchford’s side finishing six 
points clear of second-placed Heme Bay.

A gr-eight night ensures

FAVERSHAM Town can now look 
forward to renewing old rivalries 
with the likes of Sittingbourne 
and Whitstable Town after the 
Lilywhites were crowned Kent 
League champions last week. 

Justin Luchford’s side went into last 
Wednesday night’s final home game of the sea¬ 
son needing a point to wrap up the title with a 
game to spare, and did so in emphatic style with 
an 8-0 thrashing of Corinthian. 

Turnaround 

Saturday’s 1-0 win at Norton Sports ensured 
despite Heme Bay’s wholehearted chase for the 
majority of the season, Town finished a comfort¬ 
able six points clear at the top. 

It marks an amazing turnaround at a club 
that only reformed in 2005 and for Luchford, 
who took over at Salters Lane in 2007 with the 
club stranded at bottom of the league and ship¬ 
ping goals - often in double figures - the title tri¬ 
umph has been particularly sweet. 

Luchford and his Town side have not been 
without criticism this season for their style of 
football, but that doesn’t worry the Faversham 
manager who is looking forward to being a

“It’s unbelievable, I think it will take a little 
while to sink in,” he said. “I know we went into 
the [Corinthian] game knowing we had a 
chance of doing it, but I didn’t think we would go 
out with such a bang. 

“If we are the worst footballing side in the 
league, score over 100 goals, concede the least 
and get the most points - Ill keep being slated, 
I can take that.” 

Luchford points to September as a key month 
in his side’s title-winning campaign, but also felt 
the signing of assistant manager Clive Walker, 
the former Dover and Ashford manager, was 
pivotal. 

“Those first 11 games amazed me but I always 
recall September when we beat Hythe Town 
and Heme Bay both away and then Erith & 
Belvedere at home. What a week that was,” he 
said. 

“I think one of my best signings has been 
bringing Clive Walker to the club when Jimmy 
Strouts left, he has been someone to turn to for 


advice, as has fellow assistant manager Ray 
Turner. 

“It’s been a long two-and-a-half years but I 
think we deserved it this year having taken six 
points off both Heme Bay and Hythe Town and if 
you do that I think it would be a travesty not to 
win it.” 

The Faversham boss has already been think¬ 
ing about plying his trade in the Ryman League 
and what his side will need to ensure they sur¬ 
vive - something he admits is the target before 
the start of the season. 

“I can’t wait, fourth from bottom will do me, I'll 
take that now,” he said. “We’ll give it a go and I 
will do my shopping in the summer. We don’t do 
things on a big budget but what we do have is 
our ground, we have everything going for us. I 
will have a look in the summer and get a couple 
in because I think it is important to freshen up 
but I think we have a lot of Ryman League play¬ 
ers anyway.” 

Promotion is also an important moment for 
chairman Bob Mason, who in 2005 helped revive 
the club after expulsion from the Kent League. 

He said: “I remember when we reformed and 
we stood looking at the ground and the grass 
was standing six foot high and it was really a bit 
of a wreck, so to get what we have by winning 
the cup and the league, well, it’s happy days.”

The weekend’s big winner was Jonathan 
Rea, who won both races to lift himself 
above Checa and into third place, while 
Byrne has been joined by close friend 
Camier on 48 points for the season. 

Althea owner Genesio Bevilacqua said: 
“Carlos amazed me again in race one while 
in race two, after a bad start, he rode 
another great race. 

“Shane, in the first race, showed he hadn’t 
yet found the necessary pace but then in the 
second he found a good balance. Looking at 
the times, he can improve further.” 

The championship resumes in Italy next 
Sunday as the riders travel to Monza, with 
Byrne keen to bridge the gap to the leading 
pack while Checa will be set on reclaiming 
third from Rea. 

In what will be a testing seven days for 
all the teams, round six takes place the 
following weekend at the Kyalami track in 
South Africa.
